Probably there is no executive de­ 
partment of the 
government 
which 
comes in contact with more people, or 
whose activities affect, a greater pro­ 
portion of the population, than the 
Department of the Interior. 
The peo­ 
ple of the Northwestern states espe­ 
cially have much business of an im ­ 
portant character constantly before 
this department. 
The Interior Department handles all 
affairs relative lo public lands, in­ 
cluding homestead rights, reclamation, 
irrigation, timber, wafer and mineral 
rights, public surveys, all subjects in 
connection with geological resources 
and rights, mines and mining nm! a1! 
kindred subjects, and 
jill 
questions 
pertaining to national parks and re­ 
servations. 
In addition to these sub­ 
jects it. has under its control the Bu­ 
reau of Indian Affairs, the Bureau of 
Public Education, the Bureau of Pen­ 
sions, the Patent Office, and the Alas­ 
ka Engineering Commission. 
It is evident, therefore, that there i 
is hardly a family in tile United States 
that does not touch at some point one 
or more of these bureaus. 
The mess 
of work handled by the Interior D e ­ 
partment 
is 
something 
tremendous. 
This has generally been taken as an 
excuse for the Department’s always 
being behind in attending to public 
affairs. 
One of the conspicuous a c ­ 
complishments of the Department un­ 
der the administration of Secretary 
Fall lias been the speeding up of Jill 
its numerous activities. 
Order, sys­ 
tem, efficiency, have been introduced: 
everything possible is done to in sun 
prompt action upon business demand­ 
ing attention, and consequently flu re 
are no longer complaints of long and 
vexatious delays with 
those 
having 
business before the Department. 
The 
Western men in the administration 
have put “pep” into their work. 


The official records of the govern­ 
ment show that of all immigrants de­ 
barred from entering this country, by 
reason of failure to meet conditions 
of entrance, the smallest proportion 
is found among the 
Italians.
